Already-, Mr. AVillard said, the federal coiincil's general railroad 
is working on a plan for readjusting schedules. Other nations at war 
he said, have discouraged passenger schedules entirely but the Amer- 
ican government hopes to bring the railroads to their highest point of 
efficiency by eliminating duplication and reducing the number of 
passenger trains as far as possible without inconveniencing the pub- 
lic. 
Of tlie 14,000 passenger train locomotives in the United States 
the railroad board hopes to release 4,000 for freiglit trains.

Washington, May 3.—Although the 
French mission has accepted full re-

France, controversy continues as to

The state department has officially 
disclaimed any part whatever in the 
expurgation and has made it plain 
that it issued Marshal Joffre's state- 
ment as it was delivered by the French 
mission, purely as an act of courtesj- 
to the visitors, because it has facilities 
for issuing copies of documents and 
the French mission has none. 


War Officials Silent. 


War department officials declined to 
discuss the incident at all because it 
touches on a subject about which the 
department discourages any specula- 
tion at this time. Only today Secretary 
Baker in an official statement deplored 
speculation on when American troops 
were to go abroad and indicated that 
no final decision had been readied. 


The explanation most freely given, 
is by Emlle Hovelaque of the French 
mission, who has been acting as an in- 
terpreter and who read to newspaper 
men a translation of I^Iarshal .Toffre's 
statement last Sunday.

decide whether the republic shall 
draw its SAVord. Dr. Muller has 
been persistently reported, if not 
actually pro-German, at least a 
firm opponent of hostilities 
be- 
tAveeen Brazil and Germany. 


His resignation coincides with 
an 
order by President Braz detaining the 
dismissed German minister. 
The or- 
der was issued on receipt of news from 
Berlin that the Brazilian minister in 
Germany had been refused permission 
to leave the country. 


The possibility of Norway's entrance 
into the ranks of the allies is based on 
the havoc wrought among the Nor- 
wegian mercantile marine by German 
submarines. Norway, prior to the war, 
fourth among the world's seafaring 
nations, has suffered so heavily from 
the ravages of the U-boats that her 
shipping is actually thi'eatened with 
extinction.

tierminntion Tests of Soetls. 


In every case where a considerable 
amount of certain vegetables are to 
be grown, germination tests should be 
made to determine the percentage of 
good seeds. 
No fast rule can be given, 
but in the case of good seed at least 
75% of the seeds should 
germinate. 
If the proportion of seeds which sprout 
is less tVian this, it would be advi.sable 
to secure your seeds from a 
better 
source. 
These tests may be made by 
placing a definite number of seeds be- 
tween moist blotting paper placed in 
flat pans or where a large test is de- 
sired they may be made in moist sand 
flats or on the greenhouse bench, if 
available. 
For the length of time re- 
quiied for seed to sprout see germina- 
tion table below. 


An'angcmcnt of Seed. 


There are two general schemes for 
arranging 
seed 
in 
the 
ground 
for 
growth, namely a system of beds and 
walks, the second, a system of long 
straight rows, such as those for corn 
or potatoes when planted in a f a r m 
field. 
The -second is accepted as bet- 
ter, so consequently we should 
start 
right and plant all our garden seeds 
in straight rows, regardless of where 
the planting is made, whether a win- 
dow box, small 
hot bed, garden 
or 
large farm. 
In the small garden each 
row planted shouUl bo labeled so as to 
permit of early cultivation; a complete 
record may also be desirable. 


Making Strniglit Row& 


After the ground is plowed and har- 
rowed, we will begin to carry out our 
garden plan. 
The easiest method for 
making rows, is to .secure two stakes 
and a good lino or rope. 
Stretch this 
along the proposed row to be planted, 
then rake the soil level a)id m a k e a 
groove along this line. 
The depth of 
this groove or f u r r o w will depend upon 
the kind of seed to be planted and the 
kind and condition of the .soil. 
For 
example, peas may be planted in a 
light dry soil to a depth of four to five 
inches. 
In a d a m p clay soil, 
these 
seeds .should not be planted 
deeper 
than two or two and one-half Inches, 
and in this latter case the soil should 
only be lightly firmed down with the 
llai side or the hoe, otherwise 
the 
sprout would have difficulty in push- 
ing its way to the surface. 
On the 
other hand, in tlie cutic of the ligiit 
dry soil, the soil hImhiUI be flnncMl well 
with the flat side of the hoe, so us to 
give the seed 
every 
advantage 
for 
growth. 
The 
distance 
between 
the 
seeds in the row arid the distance be- 
tween the rows Is also governed 
by 


Companion Seeding. 


This consists of growing more than 
one kind of crop in the same space at 
the same time, an early and late crop. 
This system is of special importance 
where the garden space is small and 
has been used by m a r k e t 
gardeners 
for many years. 
Following are a f e w 
combinations that may be used: 


Lettuce or radishes with early cab- 
bage, alternating in a row or between 
the cabbage rows. 


Radishes sown thinly in the same 
rows with onions, parsnips, carrots. 
Lettuce between tomato plants. 


Radishes

Squash, melon, cucumber with early 
sweet corn. 


Beets, carrots or green onions in 
rows between cabbage rows. 


Succession See<ling. 


This means using the ground for a 
second crop following the harvesting 
of the preceding one without loss of 
time. 
It entails clearing up the refuse 
of the first harvested crop and prepar- 
ing the ground for the seed or plants 
of the second. 
It aids in producing 
m a x i m u m crops in a minimum 
land 
area. 
Following are a few succession 
schemes: 


Celery, turnips or beets to be used 


succeeding radishes, 
lettuce, 
onioliik 
turnips, spinach and other early crops. 


Early cabbage followed 
by 
sweet 
corn. 


Early sweet corn replaced by beans 
or turnips. 


Early potatoes by late sweet corn, 
celery or beans. 


Early potatoes by beets or carrots 
and these replaced by late cabbage and 
winter radish or endive.

We do 
not believe there is going to be any sUch state 
of our economic affairs as will disturb normal 
conditions. 
The one necessary thing is that 
the public shall keep its head. 
There is no 
occasion at all to get into a panicky state of 
mind about the future. There is going to be 
more than enough work for everybody. Money 
is plentiful and will become more plentiful. 
No reason exists or will exist wliy the people 
should not live in the ways to which they are 
accustomed, practicing the rational economies 
that ought to be the rule and supplying their 
wants amply and regularly in all ways.

THE LENGTH OF THE WAK. 


Secretary of the Interior Lane, one of the 
strongest and ablest of the Wilson cabinet, 
told the national council of defense and the 
governors of many states Avho discussed Avar 
measures in Washington, Wednesday, that the 
government must prepare for a prolonged con- 
flict. This does not necessarily mean that the 
Avar Avill be prolonged. It means that prepara- 
tions should be made for a struggle that may 
be obstinate and long draAvn out. Any other 
covu'se Avould be Avicked folly. 
The nation 
must be prepared for a conflict of any length. 


The prolongation of the Avar Avill be de- 
termined, it noAv seems clear, by the success 
achieved in combatting the submarine menace- 
That is a two-fold problem of replacing de- 
stroyed tonnage Avith neAv tonnage and of ac- 
tually destroying or nullifying the submai'ines 
themselves. 
To America the allies are noAv 
looking for an ansAver to the first phase of the 
IDroblem and, in view of their failure during 
tAvo and a half years to accomplish anything 
definite or effectual, also no doubt for a solu- 
tion of the other phase of 
it. The 
United 
States can do vast things to replace the ton- 
nage that Germany destroys and may at 
length furnish the precise, the specific ansAvcr 
to the submarine menace. Tjie one is a mere 
question of rapidly developing vast potential 
resources. The other is a mere guess. No one 
ma}' say Avhat American inventive genius, 
stimulated by the nation's stress and the 
Avorld's dire need, may not give for an ansAver 
to the submarine, but that must be aAvaited at 
least hopefully if not confidently. 


That the ccntral poAvers can be beaten on 
laud is pretty well demonstrated, provided 
only that the entente allies and America can 
keep the seas open even Avith the minimum 
degree of safety for the transport of food, mu- 
nitions and men. If that can be done, there is 
no reason to look for a very long Avar. If the 
U-boat problem cannot be met, there is no end 
in sight. 
AVc believe it Avill be met, because 
Ave do not believe the Avorld's resources in 
genius and energy will be proved unequal to 
that or any other human task. 


DAYLIGHT SAVING. 


Daylight saving Avill soon pass from the 
realm of academic discussion to the province 
of practical trial in Fort Wayne. 
The city 
coimcil Avill provide for that by ordinance. 


The great urgency of this reform of time 
just noAV, of course, is the advantage it Avill 
give to a large percentage of men in the city 
Avho will devote their spare hours this sum- 
mer gardening. 
In that respect there Avill 
be an undeniable advantage to all Avho Avant 
to make the most of daylight. While this ad- 
vantage is being realized most practically Ave 
shall have fjill opportunity to study the op- 
eration of the change and to decide if it em- 
braces anything that may commend it for per- 
manent adoption. 


Some of the cities that hav-e been Avorking 
under the daylight-saving plan tAvo or three 
years are thoroughly committed to it and do 
not appear to have any notion of giving it up. 
In some other places opinion is divided as to 
the benefit. 
With these vieAvs, pro and con, 
Fort Wayne need no longer have concern. We 
shall try the thing for ourselves and out .of 
experience be able to settle the matter. 


After a season of the longer-daylight day we 
ought to be able to tell ourselves what it can 
do for the conservation of health, the increase 
of recreation and the promotion of economic 
practices. 
Experience is much superior to 
abstract argument for the settlement of ques- 
tions.

The enlargement of suffrage finally 
resulting in universal manlaood suf- 
frage opened the way for the next step 
the extension of suffrage to women. 
It was inevitable that the spirit which 
had forced the enlargement of suf- 
frage should not abate, once suffrage 
was secured 'for all men, but rather 
that it would inspire the women to be- 
gin the same demands which men be- 
gan to make centuries ago. 


At first the demand came for the 
right to vote in those matters whicli 
most closely concerned women, and 
that first subject was education. 
They 
were firfit granted the right to vote 
for school boards 
and trustees and 
upon school questions and in 21 states 
today where women are not allowed 
full suffrage, they may vote in school 
elections. 
The next step was to de- 
mand the right of taxpaying women to 
vote on bond Issues and similar mat- 
ters. 
Eight states which do not grant 
full suffrage permit taxpaj'lng women 
to vote on financial questions. 
Only 
twelve states grant no rights of suf- 
frage to women in school and finan- 
cial matters. 


The next step was to demand the 
right to vote in municipal elections. 
This right has already been granted 
In several states which do not grant 
full suffrage. 
In the meantime eleven 
states extended fuU suffrage to women. 


TJio next move for extended suffrage 
was made first In Illinois, followed by 
Indiana and Ohio. 
The idea was con- 
ceived in Illinois in 1913 that the con- 
stitution restricted suflfrngo from wom- 
en only on those officers mentioned in 
the 
constitution. 
The 
legislatui-e 
passed such au act and the courts up- 
held it. 
By it the women were al- 
lowed to vote in all city elections, for 
certain state officers, for presidential 
electors and upon questions submitted 
to the people. 
Ohio followed in 1917 
by granting women tne right to vote 
for presidential electors. 


It remained for Indiana to cap the 
climax of such extensions of suft'rage 
by granting the right to vote as fol- 
lows: 


1. In all city elections. 
,2. 
In all primary elections for the 
nomination of all officers, even of of- 
ficers for Whom they could not vote In 
the general election. 


for certain county officers, but they 
may vote to nominate them. 
The to- 
tal may be said to be better than 90 
per cent, of full suffrage. 


It is frequently asked whj; in this 
grant of suffrage to women they were 
not given the right to vote for sen- 
ators and representatives in congress. 
The a.nswer is simply that there is a 
provision in the United States Consti- 
tution—the supreme law—which says 
both in the case of representatives and 
senators that the "electors in each 
state 
shall 
have 
the 
qualifications 
requisite 
for electors 
of 
the 
most 
numerous branch of the state legisla- 
tures." 
In Indiana only men maj- 
vote for members of the state house 
of representatives which is the more 
numerous branch of the 
legislature, 
hence only men may vote for members 
of the national house 
and 
senate. 
Only a constitutional change would 
permit women to vote for senators and 
representatives 
in congress. 
When 
Indiana grants this right the United 
States constitution automatically per- 
mits it. 


Thus out of the restrictions of the 
state and 
federal 
constitutions 
has 
come a suffrage act In Indiana which, 
if upheld by the courts, will give not 
only nearly complete suffrage but the 
riffht of women to vote upon a consti- 
tutional change granting them 
full 
suffrage. 
They will also be given the 
right to help elect delegates to 
the 
constitutional convention and to ratify 
the new constitution. 
Never before in 
the history of the world has this right 
been given to women. 


l^et us examine 
briefly 
tho 
lesral 
status of this newly given 
right 
to 
women in Indiana. 
Already there are 
rumors of actions in court to attempt 
to declare the law unconstitutional. 


First a.s to women'.s vote in prima- 
ries: 
There is scarcely a dissenting 
legal opinion on the proposition that 
primary elections are not elections un- 
der the provision of the constitution 
and hence the right to vote may be 
granted to anyone in the discretion of 
the legislature. 


Second as to municipal and school 
elections. 
There is scarcely less legal 
dissent to the proposition that munic- 
ipal and school elections are not elec- 
tions under the meaning of the state 
constitution and that the right to vote

Third as to the votmg for delegates 
to the constitutional convention. This 
Is an election wholly outside .the pro- 
visions of the state constitution. 
It 
is subject to none of the restrictions 
of the state constitution with respect 
to elections and the legislature is free 
to grant the right to vote to everyone 
regardless of sex or other condition. 
In fact. If we accept the proposition 
that all the people of a state are the 
framers of Its constitution, we cannot 
got away from the right of women to 
vote for delegates to the convention, j 
There is scarcely less doubt on this 
point than In' the case of primaries 
and municipal elections, and the same 
applies to the election for the ratifi- 
cation of the constliution. 


Fourth as to presidential electors. 
This identical question has already 
been iipheld by the Illinois supi-eme 
court nnd a similar question growing 
out of the absent voter laws of th« 
oivil war was universally settled

practically no legal dissent from the 
view that women may vote on such 
matters. 


Sixth as to state, county and judi- 
cial officers. 
This presents the only 
question upon which there is any seri- 
ous doubt and if the reasoning in the 
other casea Is followed closely there 
will not seem to be much doubt in this 
case that the officers not mentioned 
in the constitution are not subject to 
the restrictions as to the elections. 
The Illinois law which gave the right 
to women to vote for officers not men- 
tioned In the constitution was upheld 
in that state. 


Assuming then that the law is a 
valid grant of rights to women, what 
are the necessary steps for women to 
take? 


The first exercise of the right of 
suffrage will come on September 18„ 
1917, when delegates to the constitu- 
tional convention are to be elected. 
For this election every voter, includ- 
ing the women, must be registered. 
Special registration will be had, be- 
ginning not later than June 20, 1917. 
and lasting until twenty-nine days be- 
fore the election. The boards of reg- 
istration will have their headquartera 
at the court house and voters must 
register in person or send their sworn 
statement to the board. 
Registration 
consists in filling out and signing a 
blank giving information about one- 
self to establish 
the right to vote. 
Blanks are furnished fiom the office 
of the registration board at the proper 
time. 


The second election at which women 
may vote will be the municpal elec- 
tion in November, 1917. Women may 
vote for all officials at that election. 
All voters in cities of first and second 
classes 
must 
be 
registered. 
The 
boards sit at the city hall from April 
9th to the 29th day before the election 
and registration is conducted in i M 
same manner as described above. 


In all ele<4tions the women's votes 
are kept separate from thof« of the 
men. 
If voting machines are used, 
either an extra maclTine must be fur- 
nished for the women or the women 
must use paper ballots. 
The votes 
are then counted together and the re- 
sult certified to the proper officers. 


Under the now suffrage act full citi- 
zenship is required of women who 
vote. 
Men may vote by a declaration 
of intentions to become a citizen, but 
not so Avith women. 
They must be 
citizens. 
It is important to know the 
requirements of citizenship as they 
affect women. 


1. 
A woman's citizenship follows 
that of her husband. 
When a for- 
eigner becomes a citizen, his wife and 
minor children become citizens. When 
an American woman marries a for- 
eigner she loses her citizenship.- but 
resumes it if her husband dies or if 
she is divorced. 


2. 
Unmarried women may become 
citizens by declaring their intentions 
and taking out citizenship cxactjiy the 
sa^nc as men. 


3. The right of the foreign man to 
vote after a declaration of intentions 
does not give the right to vote to his 
wife. She nuist be a full citizen. Such 
a woman will be placed in the awk- 
ward position of not being able to be- 
come a voter unless her husband be- 
comes a citizen. 
So long as he is a 
foreigner, she is a foreigner also, al- 
though he may vote and she may not.

Cleaning Gas Stove

A stove 
apron,

newspaper, a wire sink brush, a mon- 
key wrench, Avhisk broom, 
dustpan, 
brush, a sink towel, several pieces of 
old cloth, soap and washing soda and 
the separator-oil bottle are necessary 
to make this job easy. 


Put on the apron and spread the pa- 
pers on the table. 


Fill a dishpan with strong hot soap- 
suds, put into it to soak the dripping 
pan, the rack and any other movable 
nickel pieces of the stove. 


Fill the kitchen 
tub 
half 
full of 
strong hot soda water. 
Put in all the 
movable black parts of the stove, as 
grates, doors and trays. 


Brush out both ovens and all parts 
of the stove franie. 


Wet one of the old cloths in hot 
water, rub it on the soap and wash 
off the stove. 
Dry with an old cloth. 
Oil the black parts lightly with the 
separator oil, and polish 
thoroughly 
with an old dry cloth. 


Let the soda water out of the tub. 
replace with fresh warm water, and 
scrub the black pieces with the wire 
brush. 
Dry, oil and polish them and 
put back on the stove. 


Transfer the nickel pieces to a pan 
of soapy water, scrub thoroughly, diy 
with the sink towel and return to their 
place."'. 


Burn the old cloths and wash the 
tub and sink. 
Oily cloths are danger- 
ous when tucked into corners out of

In one case three undersea 
boats appeared simultaneously along- 
side the ship, one being a submarine 
cruiser, 300 feet long and the others 
old fashioned submarines with a length 
of about 20 feet. 
In another 'case a 
German submarine wore an elaborate 
disguise of a fishing boat. 
This sub- 
marine carried a gun which had 
a 
range of nearly five miles. 
In at least 
two cases the crews of vessels sunk bj^ 
submarines were rescued f r o m open 
boats by a passing ship only to suffer 
a repetition of the disaster when the 
ship on which they had taken refuge 
fell pi-ey to an underwater boat. 
A 
seaman f r o m Pensacola, who was 
a 
member of the crew of a Swedish sail- 
ing vessel, said: 


"We were almost within sight 
of 
land late in the afternoon when 
we 
observed a Norwegian sailing vessel in 
an encounter with a submarine eight 
miles away. 
Apprehending that our 
turn would come next we prepared a 
lifeboat. 
A 300 foot submarine came 
up to us in due course and fired three 
warning shots from its heavy gun. 


"We pulled our boat over to 
the 
lifeboat from the Norwegian ship pre- 
viously sunk and a dozen hours later 
were picked up by a British steamer. 
We had only a brief stay on the Brit- 
ish boat as she was torpedoed the same 
morning. 
After a few hours in the 
boats we were found by a British pa- 
trol and landed."

Petrograd, May .3.—Via 
London.— 
The 
Russian 
provisional 
government 
has sent to the Russian 
representa- 
tive in the entente allieil countries a 
note 
as.suring 
the 
allies 
that 
the 
change in government in Russia can- 
not afford a pretext for any slacken- 
ing on the part of Russia hi the com- 
mon struggle of all the entente allies. 


The note .sets forth the 
principles 
at stake in the war and 
continues: 
"These principles were expressed 
lu- 
cidly also in the words of the president 
of our ally, the great overseas repub- 
lic. 
The Russian government, 
under 
the old regime, certainly was not pre- 
pared to appreciate and share 
these 
ideas as to the liberating charactcr of 
the war. the establishment of a sta- 
ble basis for pacific co-oj)eration of 
nations, 
the 
freedom 
of oppressed 
people, etc., but Russia can now use 
language which will be understood by 
modern 
democracies 
and 
hasten 
to 
add her voice to that of her allies. 


"The declaration of the j)rovlsional 
government 
being 
immediately 
im- 
bued with the new spirit of free dem- 
ocracy, 
naturally 
cannot 
afford 
the 
least ))retext for assumption that the 
demolition of the old structure has en- 
tailed any slacking 
on the part 
of 
Russia in the common struggle of all 
the allies. 
On the contrary the na- 
tions determination to bring the world 
war to a decisive victory has been ac- 
centuated owing to the sense of re- 
sponsibility which is shared by all in 
general and each one of us in particu- 
lar."

Sam's ocean fleet. 


Inland boatbuilding plants are pre- 
pared to turn out one steel ship every 
ten days, and twenty wooden ships a 
month. 


Besides this, many vessels in lake 
service can be sent to the ocean to re- 
lieve 
the 
submarine 
blockade 
of 
France and Britain. 


There arc 1,560 steam vessels on the 
lakes, according to the last report of 
the commissioner of navigation. 


Theii: tonnage is 2,4:14,60a. 
There are 191 sailing vessels;, ton- 
nage, 182,225, 


There are 775 register.ed gas boats, 
mostly launches and small tugs. 


The tirst call of strategy is not to 
diminish the 
ore-carrying 
fleet 
that

The rule« of her country are strict, she said, 
and especially in case of war, and they will go 
to any means to punish fdr a political offense. 


When 
and where Miss Halamlcek and 
her 
childhood sweetheart will be married also will 
remain a strict secret and only immediate rela- 
tives in their country will know, but they will 
not be allowed to attend the wedding. 


They will elope to a small town, get their 
license, 
and 
be 
married 
very 
quietly,

which thoy will reside in Chicago where her

" F o r instance, when John Chumchal, a coun- 
tryman of mine, living at Holland, Tex., wrote 
at the beginning of the war to hi.s parents that 
America is 'too proud to fight,' and that not a 
single American-Czech would be so foolish to 
return and fight for the kaiser, the censor, wlio 
opens all of the foreign mail, immediately de- 
livered the letter to the police instead of 
to 
whom it was addressed. 


"As a punishment for the letter written, the 
small 
property 
Chumchal 
owned 
In 
Austria 
was conflscated, and the reasons for this was 
published. 


"There are thousands of citizens employed In 
the secret service of the Austrian Government 
in the United States. 
The same exists In the 
oM countrj'. 
Everybody is watched, especially 
in our own town, which is near the Russian 
border and is known to be strongly in favor of 
Russia. 


"Tho 
government already has proofs of Us 
loyalty to Russia. After the first clash of tho 
hostile armies in Poland, a number of Russian 
war 
prisoners 
were 
brought 
to 
Moravia 
to 
work in the fields. 
Soon after, some of them 
disappeared. 
Later on it was discovered that 
th^y escaped with the help of 'some' members 
of the population of our little village. 
Since 
that time It has been forbidden, under pen- 
alty of death, 
to give a deaerter a meal 
or 
refuge, or to render him aid. 
But the 
Bo- 
hemians do only a s much a s they ar» forced t« 
do, not a bit more."

Those who wish to qualify as 
officers in the new United States 
a r m y 
will have an 
opportunity 
when the military training camp 
opens on May 14th, a t F o r t Ben- 
jamin Hari-ison, Indianapolis. This 
will be the first chance for men of 
suitable ability to enter the a r m y 
with a grade befitting their merit. 


The three months 
course 
will 
cover, in "tabloid" form, the en- 
tire four years course of practical 
military training given a t 
West 
Point. 
At the end of the three 
months, those who have success- 
fully completed the course of in- 
struction and drill, will be given 
coinmissions in the officers' re- 
serve corps, f r o m second lieuten- 
ant upward according to the dem- 
onstrated ability of the individual, 
and will then await the orders of 
the secretary of war. 


The c a m p is open to all citizens 
of good moral standing between 
the ages of 30 years and 44 yeans, 
and with the equivalent of a high 
school education. 
Men of mature 
years, with executive ability and 
the 
quality 
of 
leadership, 
are 
especially desired, although 
this 
prefei-ence does not by any means 
exclude 
the 
younger 
element. 
Previous military training and 
a 
college education a r e an advant- 
age, but are not necessary. 
Physi- 
cal examination will be required 
before the camp opens, 
but 
all 
mental 
examinations 
have 
been 
waived. 


The three months course will 
constitute work and training of the 
most serious sort. 
The number of 
entrants has been limited to 2,500, 
and these will receive the close at- 
tention of United States a r m y of- 
ficers. Every one who makes good 
is assured a commission. 


It is understood that the new of- 
ficers, graduating from the special 
training camps, will immediately 
be 
put 
to work 
officering 
and 
training the n e w a r m y o f 500,000 or 
1.000,000 men to be raised by act 
of congress. 
"When an officer goes 
on duty, his salary starts. 
Salaries 
lun from $1,700 for second lieu- 
tenant to $3,000 for major, and 
certain extras are allowed by the 
government. 


All transportation 
expenses to 
Ft. Harrison will be allowed by 
the government and all subsist- 
ence, arms, and other equipment 
will be supplied. 
But, in the event 
the government is unable to f u r - 
nish unifo'rms and shoes, the m e m - 
bers of the c a m p will be asked to 
furnish these, for which the gov- 
ernment will later reimburse them.

this amount set at $100 per month. 


Applicants may express a prefer- 
ence for the branch of the service 
they desire, and so f a r as possible 
this prefei-ence will be respected, 
althouglr the right is reserved to 
put any officer in the branch of 
the service to which he is best fit- 
ted. 
For the first month, the en- 
tire camp will be drilled as in- 
fantry, but at the beginning of the 
second month it will be divided 
into infantry, cavalrj% artillery and 
engineering corps.

Movement Underway to Buy 
Rest of Hamilton 
Property. 


REAL AUDITORIUM 
WOULD BE ERECTED 


The Monumental Structure 
Would Stand in Center 
of Grounds. 


A movement is underway to pur- 
chase the remainder of the estate of 
Marguerite Hamilton, located between 
Montgomery and Lewis streets and fac- 
ing Clinton street and to build a city 
coliseum, worthy of Fort Wayne's civic 
pride, in the center of the ample tract. 


It has been learned by city officials 
that the large part of the 
Hamilton 
property, lying to the south of the tract 
already belonging to the city, can now 
be purchased for $40,000 by the city 
of Fort Wayne, 
This affords an ex- 
cellent opportunity to gain plenty of 
ground for the convention 
hall, 
of- 
ficials 
believe. 


The plan which is being discussed by 
members of the board of works and 
which meets with high favo ramong 
m a n y citizens of the city, is to buy the 
valuable strip of ground, next to the 
present coliseum site, a t once. 
This 
would give the city a chance to gain 
control of one of the most valuable 
municipal building sites in the city, it 
is thought. 


If 
the additional 
ground 
is 
pur- 
chased. more money will be asked for 
a coliseum a t the fall election. 
Suf- 
ficient 
funds will be asked to m a k e the 
proposed structure a real memorial to 
the city's greatness, it is said. 


It is proposed that the coliseum be 
placed in the center of the large tract, 
if the additional ground is purchased. 
The building would then have an en- 
trance on Lewis, Clinton and Montgom- 
ery 
streets. 
Beautiful 
driveways 
would lead to the Lewis and Montgom- 
ery street doorways. 
It would afford 
better means of entrance and more se- 
curity against 
fire. 


Many Objections to Plans. 


Buying of more ground would allow 
the 
building 
of 
an 
outside 
heatin? 
plant for the coliseum. 
Much objec- 
tion has been raised to the fact that 
owing to the want of ground the pres- 
ent plans call for a heating plant in 
the basement of the auditorium. 
The 
placing of the boiler rooms inside the 
big building is held by many to be a 
dangerous plan. 
In a few years, it is 
argued, that interior 
heating 
plants 
will be declared' unlawful as there is 
constant danger of the boilers letting 
go and the loss of many lives. 


The fact that it is deemed a liope- 
less dream to expect to have the coli- 
seum now planned 
erected 
for the 
$180,000, the sum now available, adds 
to the spirit of the movement for more 
ground and a genuine coliseum build- 
ing. 
It is argued that the majority 
of Fort Wayne citizzens would rather 
vote more money for the building of 
which the city should justly be proud 
than to allow the construction of a 
makeshift affair, 
such 
as 
$180.000 
would build at this time of high prices 
for all kinds of building material. 


Changing the location of the city 
coliseum to the center of the enlarged 
property would mean a change in the 
plans of the building. 
This is thought 
to be a fine thing in itself. 
A more 
pre.sentable building could be arranged 
for if the structure faced three streets, 
than is possible when the building is 
wedged in the corner of the present 
piece of ground, it is claimed. 
The 
.structure could be given dignity with 
no attempt at ornateness. 


City officials arc expected to discuss 
the plan for arranging for a more ap- 
propriate city coliseum and added city 
property, in 
a formal 
session soon. 
There would be but slight delay in the 
building project 
if 
the matter was 
placed before the people this fall, as 
unsettled market conditions at present 
makes shipment of materials very un- 
certain.

is working oii a plan for readjusting schedules. Other nations at war 
he said, have discouraged passenger schedules entirely but the Amer- 
ican government hopes to bring the railroads to their highest point of 
efficiency by eliminating duplication and reducing the number of 
passenger trains as far as possible without inconveniencing the pub- 
lic. 
Of the 14,000 passenger train locomotives in the United States 


th<5 railroad board hopes to release 4,000 for freight trains. 


"It-is vital that France arid 


Russia 'have 
locomotives 
and 


cars," said Mr. Willard. "We wilt 
have to furnish them. How can 
we do it t We can do it by getting 
along with the equipment we have 
and by putting into force mea- 
sures of greater railway econ- 
omy."

Dr. Muller has 
been persistently reported, i£ not 
actually pro-German, at least a 
firm opponent of hostilities be- 
twceen Brazil and Germany. 


His resignation coincides with 'an 


order by President Braz detaining the 
dismissed German minister. 
The-or- 


der was issued on receipt of news from 
Berlin that the Brazilian minister in 
Germany had been refused permission 
to leave the country. 


The possibility of Norway's entrance 


into the ranks of the allies is baaed on 
the havoc wrought among the 'Nor- 
wegian mercantile marine by German 
submarines. Norway, prior to the war, 
fourth among the world's seafaring 
nations, has suffered so heavily from 
the ravages of the U-boats that her 
shipping is actually threatened with 
extinction. The bitterness among the

U-BOAT MENACE 


HURTS RELIEF 
HOLDS HOOVER 


New York. May 3.—The German 


U-boat menace 'has made the food 
situation in Belgium and Northern 
France one'of extreme gravity, the 
mortality among adults in the .indus- 
trial 
districts having multiplied by 


three during March and April, ac- 
cording to Herbert C. Hoover, who ar- 
rived here today from Europe on an 
American ship. 
Mr. Hoover said ho 


would go immediately to Washington 
to take charge of the government's 
food control program. 


"Like every good American, I have 


come 
over to do my share," Mr. 


Hoover said. "My new duty is too big 
a proposition to discuss at this time." 


At the dock, Mr. Hoover was met by 


Baron Carticr, Belgian minister to the 
United States, who sa.ld ho came from 
Washington to express his "thanks 
and reverence'' for the Belgian relief 
commission's accomplishments in this 
country. 
"Ihrt food situation in Belxtum and 


northern France requires every effort 
we can make," said Mr. Hoover, who • 
does not intend to relinquish his posi- 
tion as head of the Belgian commis- . 
sion. "At present it is one of extreme 
gravity on account of the U-boat men- 
ace, which has increased alarmingly 
during the past eight weeks. Wheat 
and corn are needed badly and also 
pork and beef. 


"The commission by March 1 had 


struggled to its feet again after re- 
ceiving tiie knockout blow of the sub- 
marine decree of February 1. Since 
March 1 we have lost five loaded 
boats, but In March and April 60,000 
tons of foodstuffs were landed.

SIT STILL IN THE BOAT. 


Upon two conditions depends the manner in 


Which this country shall pass through the 
Jtrcss of war. One is an increase of food pro- 
Auction and the other is a maintenance of nor- 
mal business conditions. The people them- 
selves must determine the degree of these con- 
ditions. 


Already a great national movement is un- 


iier way for the greater growing of food crops. 
The national government has placed itself at 
Jhe head of this and will do all it can to pro- 
cure the people to do all they can. For sound 
(establishment and thorough maintenance of 
the other condition the people must look main- 
ly to themselves. Hysteria is a bad thing at 
any time for the public mind and it is a par- 
ticularly bad thing at this time. If tho coun- 
try is to keep itself strong and capable for this 
\var the business structure must not be allow- 
ed to suffer hurt. Without it there can be no 
prosperity in the land, and when prosperity 
ceases the people themselves will be the first, 
tho greatest and the longest sufferers! 


There is no reason Avhy normal business 


conditions should not be maintained. We do 
wot believe there is going to be any such state 
of our economic affairs as will disturb normal 
conditions. Tim one necessary thing is that 
the public shall keep its head. There is no 
occasion at all to get into a panicky state of 
mind about the future. There is going to be 
more than enough work for everybody. Money 
is plentiful and will become more plentiful. 
No reason exists or will exist, why Ihc people 
should not live in the ways to which they arc 
accustomed, practicing Ihc rational economies 
that ought to be the rulo and supplying their 
wants amply and regularly in all ways. If 
the public should cease buying the business 
structure would fall, industry would bo 
stricken with stagnation, labor would be ren- 
dered idle, incomes would cease and the whole 
iand be made to suffer. The country is so far 
from any necessity or occasion for this that 
to permit it would he the worst and most 
costly of follies. 


If the nation is going to thoroughly meet 


the stresses of war it, must continue to pro- 
duce wealth and wealth is produced only by 
labor—nothing else. There will be no demand 
for labor except there be the normal demand 
for what labor produces. These things in the 
yaster bulk are the necessaries oC daily life. 


Sit still in the boat. Keep your head. Sup- 


ply your daily wants as you always have done. 
This will maintain business and industry, 
keep commerce going and wages coming in. 
Jn that way better than any other can the, 
strength of the nation for this war be main- 
tained and increased. If you want t o do some- 
thing that really will help where help most, 
is needed, do your bit to increase, the produc- 
tion of food. Do not think to help by con- 
tributing any share to the wreck of business 
and the paralysis of industry. We must still 
be consumers of what industry produces and 
business distributes or there soon will be no 
occasion or employment for producers.

Children of Fort Wayne have enlisted in the 


Secretary of the Interior Lane, one of the 


strongest and ablest of the Wilson cabinet, 
told the national council of defense and the 
governors of many states who discussed war 
measures in Washington, Wednesday, that the 
government must prepare for a prolonged con- 
flict. This does not necessarily mean that the 
war will be prolonged. It means that prepara- 
tions should be made for a struggle that may 
be obstinate and long drawn out. Any other 
course would be wicked folly. The nation- 
must be prepared for a conflict of any length. 


The prolongation of the war will be de- 


termined, it now seems clear, by the success 
achieved in combatting the submarine menace. 
That is a two-fold problem of replacing de- 
stroyed tonnage with new tonnage and of ac- 
tually destroying or nullifying the submarines 
themselves. To America the allies are now 
looking for an answer to the first phase of the 
problem and, in view of their failure during 
two and a half years to accomplish anything 
definite or effectual, also no doubt for a solu- 
tion of the other phase of it. The United 
States can do vast things to replace the ton- 
nage that Germany destroys and may at 
length furnish the precise, the specific answer 
to the submarine menace. The one is H mere 
question of rapidly developing vast potential 
resources. The other is a mere guess. No one 
may say what American inventive genius, 
stimulated by the nation's stress and tho 
world's dire need, may no't give for an answer 
to the submarine, but that must be awaited at 
least hopefully if not confidently. 


That the central powers can be beaten on 


land is pretty well demonstrated, provided 
only that the entente allies and America can 
keep the seas open even with the minimum 
degree of .safety for the transport of food, mu- 
nitions and men. Jf that can be donc»there is 
no reason to look for a very long war. If 1ho 
U-boat problem cannot be met, there is no end 
in sight. We believe it will be met, because 
we do not believe the world's resources in 
genius and energy will be proved unequal to 
that or any other human task. 


DAYLIGHT SAVING. 


Daylight saving will soon pass from the 


realm of academic discussion to the province 
of practical trial in Fort Wayne. 
The city 


council will provide for that by ordinance. 


The great, urgency of this reform of time 


just now, of course, is the advantage it. will 
give to a large percentage of "men in the city 
who will devote their spare hours this sum- 
mer gardening. In that respect, there will 
be an undeniable advantage to all who want 
to make the most of daylight. While this ad- 
vantage is being realized most practically we 
shall have full opportunity to study the op- 
eration oC the change and to decide if it em- 
braces anything that may commend it for per- 
manent adoption. 


Some of the cities that, have been working 


under the daylight-saving plan two or three 
years are thoroughly committed to it and do 
not appear to have any notion of giving it up. 
In some other places opinion is divided as to 
the benefit. With these views, pro and con, 
Fort Wayne need no longer have concern/We 
shall try the thing for ourselves and out, of 
experience be able to settle the matter. 


After a season of the longer-daylight day we 


ought to be able to tell ourselves what it can 
do for the conservation of health, the increase 
of recreation and the promotion of economic 
practices. Experience is much superior to 
abstract argument for the settlement of ques- 
tions. 


Germany's work with the submarines may 


still be somewhat less than the results with 
which she threatened the world last, January, 
but it, is sufficient, ample, enough and all that. 
A year of the present gait of ruthless warfare 
on the seas and the world will settle back to 
tho kind of existence it, led before tho art. of 
navigation was discovered.

WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 


(Copyright 1917 l>y Henry A. Lapp.) for certain county officers, but they

Tho enlargement of suffrage finally 


resulting in universal manhood suf- 
frage opened the way for tho next step 
the extension of suffrage- to women. 
It was inevitable that tho spirit which 
had forced tho enlargement of suf- 
frage should not abate, once suffrage 
was secured for all men, but rather 
that it would inspire tho women to be- 
gin tho same demands which men be- 
gan to make centuries ago. 


At first tho demand came for tho 


right to vote In those matters which 
most closcfty concerned women, and 
that first subject was education. They 
were first granted the right to vote 
for school boards 
and trustees and 


upon school questions and in 21 states 
today where women are no_t allowed 
full suffrage, they may vote in school 
elections. The next step was to de- 
mand the right of taxpaying women to 
vote on bond issues and similar mat- 
ters. Eight states which do not grant 
full suffrage permit taxpaylng women 
to vote on financial questions. 
Only 


twelve states grant no rights of suf- 
frage to women in school and finan- 
cial matters. 


The next step was to demand the 


right to vote in municipal elections. 
This right has already been granted 
in several states which do not grant 
full suffrage. Tn the meantime eleven 
states extended full suffrage to women. 


The next move for extended suffrage 


was made first in Illinois, followed by 
Indiana and Ohio. The idea was con- 
ceived in Illinois in 1913 that the con- 
stitution restricted suffrage from wom- 
en only on those officers mentioned in 
the 
constitution. 
The 
legislature 


passed such an act and the courts up- 
held it. 
By it the women were al- 


lowed to vote in all city elections, for 
certain^ state officers, for presidential 
electors and upon questions submitted 
to the people. 
Ohio followed in 1917 


by granting women tne right to vote 
for presidential electors. 


It remained for Indiana to cap the 


climax of such extensions of suffrage 
by granting the right to vote as fol- 
lows: 


1. In all city elections. 


', .2. 
In all primary elections for the 


nomination of all officers, even of of- 
ficers for whom they could not vote In 
tho general election. 


tal mny bo said to be bolter than SO 
per cent, of full suffrage. 


It is frequently asked why in this 


grant of suffrage to women they wcro 
not given tho right to vote for sen- 
ators and representatives in congress. 
Tho answer is simply that there is a 
provision in the United Slates Consti- 
tution—the supreme law—which nays 
both In the case of representatives and 
senators that th'o "electors in each 
state shall 
have the qualifications 


requisite for electors of the most 
numerous branch of the state legisla- 
tures." 
In Indiana only men may 


vote for members of the state house 
of representatives which is the more 
numerous branch of tho legislature, 
hence only men may vote for members 
of tho national house and senate. 
Only a constitutional change would 
permit women to vote for senators and 
representatives in congress. 
When 


Indiana grants this right the United 
States constitution automatically per- 
mits it. 


Thus out of the restrictions of tho 


stale and federal constitutions has 
come a suffrage act in Indiana which, 
if upheld by the' courts, will give not 
only nearly complete suffrage but the 
right of women to vote upon a consti- 
tutional change granting them 
full 


suffrage. 
They will also be given the 


right to help elect delegates to the 
constitutional convention and to ratify 
the new constitution. Never before in 
the history of the world has this right 
been given to women. 


Let us examine briefly the legal 


status oC this newly given right to 
women in Indiana. Already there are 
rumors of actions in court to attempt 
to declare the law unconstitutional. 


First as to women's vote in prima 


ries: There is scarcely a dissenting 
legal opinion on the proposition that 
primary elections are not elections un- 
der the provision of the constitution 
and hence the right to vote may be 
granted to anyone in the discretion of 
the legislature. 


Second as to municipal and school 


elections. 
There is scarcely less legal 


dissent to the proposition that munic- 
ipal and school elections are not elec- 
tions under the meaning of the state 
constitution and that the right to vote

In fact, if we accept the proposition 
that all the people of a state are the 
trainers of its constitution, we cannot 
get away from the right of women to 
vote for delegates to the convention. 
There is scarcely less doubt on this 
point than In the case ot primaries 
and municipal elections, and the same 
applies to the election for the ratifi- 
cation of the constitution. 
; 


Fourth as to presidential electors. 


This identical question has already

Indiana, almost in the complete suf- 
frage class. Women may not voto. for 
governor or members of the general 
assembly, but they may vote to nomi- 
, iiale candidates. 
They may not vote 


practically no legal dissent from tha 
view that women may voto on such 
matters. 


Sixth as to stair, county and judi- 


cial officers. 
This present* the only 


question upon which there Is any seri- 
ou« doubt and If the reasoning in tha 
other canes Is followed closely there 
will not seem to be much doubt in thin 
case that the officers not mentioned 
In the constitution are not subject to 
tho restrictions as to tho elections. 
Tho Illinois hr\v which gave the right 
to women to vote for officers not men- 
tioned in tho constitution was uphold 
In that state. 


Assuming then that tho law is a 


valid grant of.rights to women, what 
are the necessary stops for women t» 
take? 


The first exercise of tho right of 


suffrage will come on September 18, 
1317. when delegates to the constitu- 
tional convention are to bo elected. 
For this election every voter, includ- 
ing tho women, must bo registered. 
Special registration will bo had, be- 
ginning not later than Juno 20, 1917. 
and lasting until twenty-nine days be- 
fore tho election. The boards of reg- 
istration will imve their headquarters 
at the court house and voters must 
register in person or send thoir sworn 
statement to the board. Registration 
consists in lining out and signing a 
blank giving information about one- 
self to establish 
the right to vote. 


Blanks are furnished from the office 
of the registration board at the proper 
time. 


The second election at which women 


may vote will be the munlcpal elec- 
tion in November, ]9J7. Women may 
vote for all 'officials at that election. 
All voters in cities of first and second 
classes 
must 
be 
registered. 
The 


boards sit at the city hall from April 
9th to the 29th day before the election 
and registration is conducted in tMB 
same manner as described above. 


In all elections the women's votes 


are kept separate from those of the 
men. 
If voting machines are used, 


either an extra machine must be fur- 
nished for the women or the women 
must use paper ballots. 
The votes 


are then counted together and the re- 
sult certified to the proper officers. 


Under the new suffrage act full citi- 


zenship is required of women who 
vote. Men may vote by a declaration 
of intentions to become a citizen, but 
not so with women. 
They must be 


citizens. It. is important to know the 
requirements of citizenship as they 
affect women. 


1. 
A woman's citizenship follows 


that of her husband. When a for- 
eigner becomes a citizen, his wife.and 
minor children become citizens. When 
an American woman marries a for- 
eigner she loses her citizenship, but 
resumes it if her husband dies or it | 
she Is divorced. 


2. Unmarried Women may become 


citizens by declaring their intentions 
and taking out citizenship exactly the 
same as men. 


3. The right of the foreign man to 


vote after a declaration of Intentions 
does not give the right to vote to his 
wife. She must he a full citizen. Such 
a woman will be placed in the awk- 
ward position of not being able to be- 
come a voter unless her husband be- 
comes a citizen. 
So long as he is a 


foreigner, she is a foreigner also, al- 
though he may vote and she may not.

Put on the apron and spread the pa- 


>ers on the table. 


Fill a dlshpan with strong hot soap- 


uds, put into it to soak the dripping 
>an, the rack and any other movable 
ilckel pieces of the stove. 


Fill the kitchen tub 
half 
full of 


trong hot soda water. Put In all the 
movable black parts of the stove, as 
rates, doors and trays. 
Brush out both ovens and all parts 
f the stove frame. 
Wet one of the old cloths in hot 


water, rub it on the soap and wash 


ft the stove. Dry with an old cloth. 
il the black parts lightly with the 
eparator oil. and polish thoroughly 
with an old dry cloth. 


Let the soda water out of the tub, 


eplace with fresh warm water, and 
crub the black pieces with the wire 
brush. Dry, oil and polish them and 
put back on the stove. 


Transfer the nickel pieces to a pan 


of soapy water, scrub thoroughly, dry 
with the sink towel and return to their 
places. 


Burn the old cloths and wash the 


tub and sink. Oily cloths are danger- 
ous when tucked into corners out of 
sight. When not washed after using, 
they have been 
known 
to take fire 
spontaneously.

When 
the teeth are brushed crosswise, thu 
tendency is to push whatever is on 
them into the cracks and crevices of 


the teeth or under the edges of th« 
gums. The Inner surfaces of the teeth 
should also be brushed up and down, 
and the grinding surfaces should bn 
scrubbed In all directions: after th« 
scrubbing in finished th« mouth should 
be thoroughly rinsed with warm water.

"The fact that 
editors slander people, abuse them like 
pickpockets and lie about them for 
doing their plain duty—and In the lost 
ten days, I received as much of that 
as anybody—will not make mo vote 
for what I don't believe Is constitu- 
tional." 
It was agreed to debate tho section

London. May 3.— (1:10 p. m.)— 


American citizens landed during the 
past few days from vessels sank by 
German submarines tell remarkable 
tales of the strenuous exploits of the 
U-boats. In one case three undersea 
boats appeared simultaneously along- 
side the ship, one being a submarine 
cruiser.

g^ave option to her. Through th« influence 
of an uncle, a. high Austrian official In Moravia, 
she obtained passports to the United States. 
If her passports were other than for the pur- 
pose of marriage, that constitutes a high 
political offense in her country. 


Should the Austrian Government be so In- 


formed through Its secret service agents in the 
United States her relatives and those o£- her 
flance will be punished for her offense. 
The 


penalty in soroo cases is death and in others 
life Imprisonment. 
Fear that some harm may result by her mar- 


riage has prompted Miss Halamicek to with- 
hold tho name ot the man she is to marry, 
though she states that his home Is in Chicago. 
The rules /at her country are strict, she said, 
and especially in case of war, and they will go 
to any means to punish for a political offense. 


When and where Miss Halamicek, and her 


childhood sweetheart will be married also will 
remain a strict secret and only Immediate rela- 
tives In their country will know, but they will 
not be allowed to attend the wedding. 


They will elope to a small town, get their 


license, and be married very quietly, after 
which they will reside In Chicago where her 
fiance Is in business. There will be no wadding 
celebration, such as roost often follows an 
Austrian marriage—that Is not until after the 
war is ended, and, then she said, "we Intend 
to have a great affair."

Stories of Hardships. 


».IS3 HALAMICEK arrived In St, Louis the 
Mi week «f February 25, and Is with her uncle, 
Ernest Halamlcok, a tailor, residing at 2821 
Miami street. He is assisting her In prcparln; 
her wtfddlng clothes, which will consist of sim- 
ple traveling: suits and dresses. 


Stories of the hardships of the wrecked Aus- 


tria, the establishment of dog butcher shops 
ind tricks used by the Ill-fed population In 
tettlnc food supplied by the government have 
acpn hrouo-ht to this country by Miss Hala- 


micek. 


Following Is her own narrative of the condi- 


tions In the war-ridden country, and of th» 
manner m which ohe obtained the necessary 
passports to reach the United States: 


"It Is awful how strict the Austrian Jusllcs 


is. The tVals had and experienced In getting 
my passports makes me shiver. I was under 
a constant strain for fear that I would lie 
stopped at any minute. 
They punish with 


years In Jail for the least political offense. 


"For instance, when John Chumchal, a coun- 


tryman oir mine, living at Holland. Tex., wrote 
at the beginning ,of the war to his parents that 
America is 'too proud to fight,' and that not a. 
single American-Czech would be so foolish to 
return and fight for the kaiser, tha censorFJ wlio 
opens all of the foreign mall, Immediately de- 
liverefl "the letter to the police Instead of to 
whom it was addressed. 


"As a punishment for the letter written, the 


small property Chumchal owned in Austria 
was confiscated, and the reasons for this was 
published. 


"There are thousands of citizens employed In 


the secret service of the Austrian Government 
in the United States. The same exists in the 
old country. Even-body Is watched, especially 
In our own town, which Is near the Russian 
border and Is known to be strongly in favor of 
Russia, 


"Tho government already has proofs of Its 


loyalty to Russia. After the first clash of the 
hostile armies in Poland, » number of Russian 
war prisoners were brought to Moravia to 
work in the fields. Soon oft«r,«some of them 
disappeared. 
Later on It was discovered that 


they escaped wltli the help of 'Bome* members" 
of the population of our little village. 
SInca 


that time It has been forbidden, under pen- 
alty of death, to give a deaerter a meal ot 
refuge, or to render him aid. 
But the Bo- 


hemians do only as much as they ar* forced to 
do. not a. bit more." 


(Miss Halamicek Is a Bohemian, but Is from 


the Province of Moravia, which connects with 
Bohemia. 
These two provinces nre closely 


related, coming under the rule of the Austrian 
Kmplre, 
Their sympathies He with Russia, 


which forms one of their boundary lines.)

Paper TJnder Government Control. 
r 


S Austrian press Ig under absolute con- 
trol of the government, and all the journal* 


have been reduced In size. This Is due to ths 


scarcity of paper. Many have been suspended, 
others cease to appear. The luik of paper 
Illustrates excellently the confiscation of all 
Bohemian school-books, which the government 
found harmful on account of them contain- 
ing the history of the nation, or dealt with 
other subjects tending to the nation's desire 
for liberty. 


"The Department of Kultur had failed to 


produce new school-books to replace those 
that they had confiscated and the pupils In 
the schools are now being taught without books. 
There Is also a lack of teachers, and for this 
reason the government does not want Its women 
to leavo the country for good." 


Students in the high schools, universities and 


the ward schools have been forced to colors, 
she said, and out of eight classes In a high 
school In Brunn there remained only one for 
the examinations. 


"The government had recruited practically 


all of the male population," said Miss Halaml- 
cek, "between the ages of 17 and B5. The youths 
were put In separate regiments; but these 
pioved a failure. The boys, almost children, 
wept In the trenches, according to stories 
brought back from the front by the wounded 
soldiers 


"When the first faced trie terrlflc cannonade 


of the enemy, they became panic-stricken, 
threw down their guns and ran. Later they 
were captured, and then the officers distributed 
thorn among the older and trained soldiers, 
thinking that then they could be controlled. 


"Tho boys are physically unfit for the rough 


life of the soldiers. A good many have gone 
insane from fear. But the Austrian Govern- 
ment, which already is short of human Stock, 
spares not even children. 
It Is seldom that 


you meet a healthy young man on the streets 
In civil clothes. One seen only the blind, sick, 
wounded, old, or those in uniforms on leave 
of absence.

ET the patience of the suffering people -was 


not broken, nnd one often hears jokes of 


the terrible facts. When, for Instance, the first 
contingent of troops was about to bn sum- 
moned for ten-Ice, an unknown Joker placed a 


big sign on the ea.tranco of a cemetery, -which 
read: 'FIFTH CONTINGENT OF RECRUITS 
READT FOR THH GRAVES.1 


"Because there are so many Auntrian dead"" 


the government han lanued strict orders that 
no widows shall wear, mourning of sny sort. 
This Is junlshablo by Imprisonment. 
The 


widows ara allowed 40 cents a wealc, but as 
the army headquarters' reports are often late 
and uncertain, she Is nover sure that her hus- 
band is dead. 


"I have known several cases when the army 


headciuarters have reported certain men dead, 
their 'widows' have remarried, only to be 
greeted later bj the appearance of their 'dead' 
husbands at tha doors, returning from the front: 
on leaves of absence. Court trials have re- 
sulted, but they have been in vain. The gov- 
ernment encoiirajseii marriages TO insure fu- 
ture population, and takes no action In the 
cases, which are dropped and the man Is loft 
to remain a widower or remarry 'some other 
•widow' whose husband had bee'n reported 
dead. 


"The food condition is critical. Tickets hav» 


been Issued by the government for everything 
that you buy, bread, meat potatoes, salt, beer 
and tobacco. 
Every town receives from tha 


government a • certain amount of provisions. 
These must last a certain length of time, as 
there are no more to be had. Tha distribution 
of the food and the selling of the meal tickets 
is trusted to the mayor of the town. Without 
the tickets j'ou can get nothing. There always 
arc crowds waiting to get their foodstuffs. Often 
the people bring chairs and even sleep tttcro 
for hours that they might be In the first 
division when the distribution starts.

REPARATIONS to come to the United States 


were made by Miss Halamicek about three 


years ago. The great war started. 
She felt 


that her duties were to her country. She work- 
ed In thn preparations, which wero fast ad- 
vancing. But something called to her to come 
to America. 


"Finally I yielded to the wishes of my sweet- 


heart and made plans to leave the war-ridden 


country." she paid. 
"I confided in my uncle, 


who Is high up In the political world in Austria. 
Ho felt sorry for me and Informed mo of a way 
by which I might obtain leavo from my coun- 
try and come to America. I did as he told me. 
I fllerl an application at the Circuit Court. They 
nil were the closest friends of roy uncle. My 
nppllcatlon was granted after all kinds of ques- 
tions were asked me, hut I did not let It ba 
known to the authorities that. I intended to 
marry and leave my country for good. 


"I furninhed the court with three of my 


photographs. On each of these they made ft 
print of my fingers. From the District Court 
niy application was sent to the governor. He 
examined it and demanded certain details. Theso 
were sent and the governor approved tho appli- 
cation. This procedure took Just three months, 
thanks to my uncle who pushed it along as fast 
as possible. 


"Then I received three passes, one for use tn 


Austria, one for Germany and one for Holland. 


"Yet the matter was not over. Having obtain- 


ed the permission of my government I had to 
obtain the signatures for the other two passes 
by Holland and German consuls at Brunn. As I 
heard that the German consul would not sigi; 
passes to America after the new year, I hur- 
ried to see him. At that time Germany, I was 
told, was preparing for a break with the United 
States. 


"While I was entering the consulate my heart 


throbbed. I had heard that the consul was very 
nervous and feared that he would not algn my 
pass. 
His only son, an aeronaut, had been 


killed recently. In action, and his daughter, 
hearing of her brother's death, became Insane. 
I pitied him. He signed my pass.

Instructions for Departure. 


* THEN went to Inform the District Court -if 
1 
my readiness to depart There I received 


Instructions In regard to my travel. These were: 
That I should leave Immediately; that I must 
take provisions for four days, and that If I 
were found in tho country within eight days 
after the granting of the leave by the court 
I should be returned.. Tou may well imagine 
that I packed and was off in a hurry. That was 
December 9. 


"I went via Prague-Bodenbach and through 


Germany via Dresden and Hanover. As I was 
an undesirable person in Germany I progressed 
rapidly. I never was allowed to leave the train. 
During my travel my train never passed throucn 
a German fortification in the day time. I did 
not cars to see them. I wanted to get away from 
all war scenes. They recalled too much sor- 
row. 


"My travel was without thrilling adventure, 


except when my train reached Hanovtr, 
I cnaiiBed trains at night time. I becam* con- 
fused and took tho wrong train and IntteM •* 
going to Emerich I went to Benthelm. 


"How minutely tho German secret *enrio* 


system works I soon realized. While I w»* alt- 
ting In tho train, unaware of the wrooc rout*, 
a man In civil clothes entered the cut an* 
walked to where I wna sitting. 
H* ordered 


mo to get out and take another train, wW«Sh 
was en route to my destination. 
Tn«y 1»4 


missed me on the other train, and had t*l*». 
graphed abend. 


"All thn wny through Austria and Germany 


I was dependent upon the foodotutts that t 
took with roe, and, having no meal ticket. KM 
unable to purchase anything at the stations. 
The only thing that could be purchased irttt- 
out a meal ticket was coffee. This wa* not nt 
to drink and was 20 conts a Clip. 


"On December 14 I reached Rotterdam, And 


there for the first timo In more than t*p 
years I ate as much as I wished to. T new 
shall forget thn appetite I had then. Th» flnt 
Kvenlng, following an oath and pledge that I 
was not breaking the neutrality of Hoflaa4 
by carrying sei-ret plans or information, T Wttl 
nilowed to board the Nleuw Amsterdam, a *«•• 
sel of thn Holland-American line. Ths next 
day wo sailed.

will soon be realized." 


Miss Halamicek Is S2 years old. She Is slen- 


der, with light, brown hair nnd blue eyes. Sh* 
has lively and nnturnl manners. Her voice 1» 
clear and musical, however, wb.ll* she wa» 
narrating of the poor conditions In her native 
land, and of the oppressed people. It often 
trembled, and tho writer noticed that her ey«n 
often were filled with tears.

Muller was first appointed foreign 
minister in February, 1912, and even 
at that time was attacked as being too 
friendly to Germany, an accusation ap- 
parently based, in part at least, on his 
German descent. He is one of the best 
known statesmen in South America. 
and has made several visits to the Uni- 
ted States. 


Adolf Pnuli, German minister to 


Brazil, was handed his passports by 
the Brazilian government on April 18. 
On April 2!) he turned over the care of 
German interests to the Dutch minister 
and a special train was provided by 
the Brazilian government to take him 
and his staff to Uruguay.

Italian embassy the principal purpose 
of the Italian government in sending 
the commission is to convey to the 
American 
government and 
people 


some sense of the Italian people's deep 
gratitude of the American people not 
only for joining with the entente allies 
in the war hut for the many acts of 
charity and benevolence extended to 
Italian soldiers since the beginning ol 
hostilities. 
Like the 
British 
and 


French commissions which preceded, 
the Italians also have other reasons 
for coming, such as the extension to 
the American army and navy of the 
benefit of experience acquired by the 
Italian army anil navy at the cost of 
much blood and sufferine during the 
war. 
Conditions in the Italian Alps, 


where lies the battleground between 
Austria and Italy, have developed 
many start ling and important changes 
in military methods ijuite unknown in 
the campaign being conducted to the 


irthward and eastward by the Brit- 


ish. French and Russians, likewise, 
naval operation in the Adriatic and
